Sharp Rise In Bay Living 
Cost; U.S. Increase Slight 


Combined AP and UPI 
WASHINGTON — Higher 
prices for meat, fresh fruit, 
vegetables, used cars and 
homes pushed the cost of living 
up again last month, although 
the rise was slightly less than 
the month before, the govern­ 
ment said today. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said the cost of living went 
up 0.2 per cent during June 
compared to a 0.3 per cent 
jump in May. 
Consumer costs in the San 
Francisco Bay area rose 1.1 per 
cent between March and June, 


the sharpest rise since Decem­ 
ber 1970, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported today. 
Charles Roumasset, Pacific 
regional director of the depart­ 
ment, said the total Bay Area 
index is now at 124.3, over the 
1967 base of 100. This means it 
takes $12.43 now to buy what 
$10 did in 1967. 
Food, housing, tran sp o rta­ 
tion, health and recreation 
costs all rose between March 
and June, with only clothing 
costs showing a slight drop. 
Food prices rose 1.2 per cent 
over the quarter with higher

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'FIRE STORMS' 


Early Viet Strategy Revealed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The 
technical journal Science said 
today that the United States 
tried at least three times in 
1965, 1966 and 1967 to ignite 
what Defense Department plan 
ners called “ fire storms” in 
some of South Vietnam’s “most 
valuable timber country.” 
“ All three attempts, however, 
fizzled out,” the magazine said. 
So the effort was abandoned 
as impractical in the wet woods 
of South Vietnam, Science said. 
P'irc* storms, far more de­ 
structive than ordinary fires, 
have occurred accidentally in 
dry timberlands of tin* Ameri­ 
can West and in Australia and 
southern France. They also oc­ 
curred as a result of World War 


II bombings in Dresden and 
Hamburg, Germany, and Tokyo 
and Hiroshima, Japan. 


A fire storm happens when an 
area of intense burning sucks in 
oxygen from adjacent regions 
at such a rate that ground 
winds of more than 100 miles an 
hour may Ix* generated. 


Science, published weekly by 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 
said two military reasons were 
given for the South Vietnam 
project: 
A fire storm would burn out 
previously defoliated treetops 
“ and make reconnaissance 
from the air more effective.” 
A big fire would destroy 


ground cover “and make con­ 
cealment and camouflage by 
the enemy from U.S. bombing 
strikes or ground attack impos­ 
sible.” 


The fire storm operation was 
carried out by the Defense De­ 
partment’s Advanced Research 
Projects Agency (ARPA), Sci­ 
ence said. ARPA, according to 
the magazine, called in Agricul­ 
ture Department experts “to 
advise on how to effectively 
burn the forests.” 


The Science report was writ­ 
ten by staff-member Deborah 
Shapley who said it. was based 
in part on a classified paper by 
Air Force Lt. Col. Arthur F. 
McConnell Jr., who was in­ 


volved in Vietnam defoliation 
missions. 


The fire storm attempts were 
known by such names as Sher­ 
wood Forest, Hot Tip and Op­ 
eration Pink Rose, the maga­ 
zine said. They took place in 
the Mekong Terrace region, “a 
central plains area which con­ 
tains several luxury timbers, 
such as mahogany and rose­ 
wood, and half of South Viet­ 
nam's sawmills.” 


A c c o r d i n g to m i l i t a r y 
sources, the magazine said, the 
fire projects were carried out in 
areas containing no “perma­ 
nent type villages” but harbor­ 
ing Viet Cong supply depots and 
base camps in the woods. 


Science quoted Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson, D-Wis., as calling the 
fire program “an outrageous 
use of technology” for waging 
“environmental warfare.” Nel­ 
son also has denounced alleged 
U.S. employment of rainmaking 
as a war weapon in Indochina. 


In any case, either rain or 
humidity, spoiled attempts to 
get big, self-propagating confla­ 
grations going in the damp 
forests of South Vietnam. Sci­ 
ence quoted an unidentified AR­ 
PA official as saying: 


“ This was clearly one of 
those ideas that should have 
been given the very quietest 
funeral. It. really was a nutty 
idea to begin with.”

A federal judge in San Fran­ 
cisco yesterday ruled that 
Death Row inmates can no 
longer be automatically segre­ 
gated from other prison in­ 
mates, and San Quentin offi­ 
cials said today preliminary 
steps toward moving them al­ 
ready were under way. 


Judge Robert F. Peckham of 
U.S. District Court ordered the 
state Department of Correc­ 
tions to reclassify the custody 
status of each inmate and make 
a report on the new status 
within 60 days. 


San Quentin Information Offi­ 
cer Joseph R. O’Brien said 
today that a team of men from 
the prison classification center 
at Vacaville has already begun 
interviews with Death Row in­ 
mates in order to determine 
where they will be placed. 
The court order was “ not 
unexpected,” O’Brien said, add­ 
ing that “some men will still be 
kept in a high-security stiua- 
tion.” 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Eric Collins, 
who represented the Depart­ 
ment of Corrections in yester­ 
day’s court action, said he saw 
three types of inmates who 
would still require strict con­ 
finement. 
First were the Sirhan Sirhan 
and Charles Manson types, he 
said, who need protection from 
other prisoners. (O’Brien said 
today that Manson had posed 
no particular discipline prob­ 
lems on Death Row.) 
Other who probably will still

be kept locked up most of the 
time are those who have a 
reputation for violence and the 
“escape artists.” 
Surprisingly, 14 of the 97 men 
now on Death Row did not join 
in yesterday’s suit brought on 
behalf of Anthony Jose Robles 
by Stanford University law pro­ 
fessor John Kaplan. 
Collins guessed their reasons 
for wanting to stay on the row 
were that “the food’s much 
better, the laundry’s better and 
the games are better.” 
“ For a man who wants to be 
by himself and doesn’t want to 
watch baseball games, Death 
Row is a pretty nice place,” he 
said. “It’s a very expensive 
place to maintain.” 
At least part of the row, on 
the top floors of (he adjustment 
center at the prison, probably 
will be converted into some sort 
of a high security facility, he 
surmised. 
A few inmates who already 
have had their sentences modi­ 
fied since the death penalty was 
declared unconstitutional have 
already been moved off Death 
Row. (There are five women on 
a Death Row at the women's 
prison in Frontera.i 
Both state officials and de­ 
fense attorneys had sought a 
ruling from the California Su­ 
preme Court for the hulk of 
Death Row inmates, whose sen­ 
tences had not been dealt with 
individually. 
The state court had not acted, 
however, and Kaplan filed his 
suit in federal court. 


Tells Capitol Hill Team 
Tax Hikes Could Result 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon 
called on Republican congressional leaders and- 
members of his Cabinet today to oppose election 
year spending increases by the Democratic-con- 
trolled Congress which would lead to either higher 
taxes or more inflation. 
House Republican Leader 
Gerald R. Ford, reporting to 
newsmen at the White House on 
the private meeting, hinted Nix­ 
on would veto “ inflated appro­ 
priation bills that are too high 
just for political purposes.” 
Ford and Senate Republican 
Whip Robert P. Griffin said the 
consensus of GOP lawmakers 
was that the administration leg­ 
islative program —except for 
the revenue sharing plan —■ has 
little chance of passage this 
year. 
“ It appears that the net re­ 
sult, when we adjourn, will be 


revenue sharing at the most — 
very regrettably,” Ford said. 
He indicated the administra­ 
tion has given up hope for its 
welfare reform, government re­ 
organization and other priority 
bills which Nixon once de­ 
scribed as a “new American 
revolution.” 
Ford and Griffin, in their 
meeting with newsmen, empha­ 
sized Nixon's determination to 
hold the line on spending in­ 
creases. 
“If the Democratic Congress 
continues to inflate some of 


those appropriation bills, the 
result will be a need for higher 
taxes or inflation which all 
Americans oppose very strong­ 
ly,” Ford said. “ I hate to see a 
good budget destroyed by pure 
politics.” 


Nixon has already indicated 
the outline of the GOP strate­ 
gy: politically appealing spend­ 
ing plans will be labeled as 
inflationary and the Democrats 
will be blamed for pushing up 
the cost-of-living. 
The President wants Republi­ 
can congressional leaders to 
resist any Democratic efforts to 
increase spending above the 
level he requested in his budg­ 
et. He may take his case to the 
public with some sort of special 
statem ent if Congress votes 
higher expenditures despite his 
opposition. 
Nixon also wants cabinet 
members and the heads of oth­ 
er federal agencies to cut back 
existing programs to offset a

WASHINGTON, D.C. — If 
President Nixon is going to 
drop Spiro Agnew as his run­ 
ning mate, it is the best-kept 
secret in this talkative, even 
gossipy, city. 


From top presidential aides 
and from the President himself, 
the evidence is growing that 
Mr. Agnew will again be on the 
ticket. 


— Nixon’s campaign manag­ 
er, Clark MacGregor, says he is 
“ personally” convinced that 
Agnew will remain where he is. 
M acGregor, discussing the 
upcoming cam paign with a 
group of reporters, spoke highly 
of Agnew and then, referring to 


the possibility of John Connally 
replacing Agnew, added: 
“ I haven’t conceived of Con­ 
nally as a vice-presidential can­ 
didate. I think he would be an 
asset to the ticket — but not as 
great an asset as the vice- 
president.” 
— John Mitchell, shortly be­ 
fore stepping down from the 
campaign manager’s position, 
also said he was certain that 
Agnew would be retained. 
— The Vice-President, him­ 
self, has shown from recent 
utterances that he's raring to 
go on the campaign. This seems 
to refute the earlier and widely 
discussed thesis that Agnew 
had tired of the job and was 
ready to leave for private life.

Marin County and many of its 
local taxing agencies may suf­ 
fer a $1.1 million revenue loss 
next year if property tax relief 
legislation is approved by the 
state and four local communi­ 
ties push ahead with redevelop­ 
ment plans. 
The gloomy financial forecast 
was offered yesterday by Coun­ 
ty Auditor-Controller Michael 
Mitchell who said a hypotheti­ 
cal analysis showed a $40 mil­ 
lion loss over the next 10 years 
if all 11 cities in Marin entered 
redevelopment. 
Currently, three cities — San 
Rafael, Larkspur and Corte 
Madera — have formed rede­ 
velopment agencies and Novato 
is studying the approach. 
Mitchell said he based his 
figures on the assumption that 
each city would freeze half its 
assessed valuation for redevel­ 
opment purposes even though 
none has yet indicated what 
amount it actually may freeze. 
Mitchell said if the four com­ 
munities actually begin rede­ 
velopment, county government 
could lose about $315,000 next 
year, special districts another 
$90*t000 and school districts 
more than $700,000. 
The estimates were requested 


Tuesday by county supervisors 
and are part of a grass-roots 
campaign by Mitchell to amend 
the property tax relief measure 
now working its way through 
the legislature. 


Under the measure, AB-1000, 
the county and other govern­ 
m ental agencies would be 
forced to swallow the loss or go 
to the voters asking more mon­ 
ey, Mitchell said. 


AB-1000, coauthored by As­ 
semblyman William T. Bagley, 
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R-San Rafael, sets a ceiling on 
tax rates using this year’s rates 
as a maximum unless voters 
approve higher rates. 
By limiting tax rates, proper­ 
ty owners would be assured 
their tax bills would only in­ 
crease if their property were 
reassessed upwards by the 
county assessor. 
Under another state law, 
however, redevelopment agen­ 
cies can freeze assessed valua­ 
tion at the current level and use 
future increases for redevelop­ 
ment purposes. 
Thus, the county and other 
taxing agencies would have a 
tax rate limited by the state on 
one hand and a portion of as­ 
sessed valuation frozen by the 
redevelopment agencies on the 
other. 
Mitchell said the combined 
effect of the two actions would 
be to retard the growth of 
budgets below the level of infla­ 
tion. 
He added that the tax relief 
package should be amended to 
allow local agencies to increase 
their tax rates 
without going 
to the voters 
where a rede­ 
velopment agency has frozen 
assessed valuation. 
The auditor-controller said he

Egypt Still Prepared For W ar 
As Way To Preserve 'Dignity'

Egyptians will once more go 
to war with Israel if there is no 
other way to preserve "their 
honor and national dignity,” the 
Soviet magazine New Times 
said in Moscow today. 
The magazine made no refer­ 
ence to Cairo’s call two days 
ago for the withdrawal of Soviet 
military advisers from Egypt, 
but did say that Moscow is “ on 
the side of Egypt as before.’’ 
In Cairo, the semiofficial 
newspaper A1 Ahram said to­ 
day the Soviet leadership has 
begun a series of meetings to 
discuss Egypt’s ecpulsion of the 
15,000 military advisers. 
The A1 Ahram statement fol- 
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lowed a report from political 
sources in Cairo that the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
agreed in May to limit weapons 
shipments to Israel and Arab 
nations. 
The A1 Ahram story came 
from its correspondent in Mos­ 
cow' and was the first indication 
of what the Russians were 
doing about President Anwar 
Sadat’s decision to send their 
advisers home. 
The newspaper said the dis­ 
cussions involved all of the 
Soviet Union’s main figures, 
including Communist party 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
President Nikolai V. Podgorny, 
Premier .Alexei N. Kosygin and 
a group of Communist party 
central committee experts. 


Political sources in Cairo said 
that 
President Nixon and 
Kremlin leaders in their sum­ 
mit talks in May agreed to an 
informal arrangement to honor 
existing weapons contracts with 
Middle East countries but re­ 
frained from undertaking new 
commitments. 
Egypt actually has received 
no weapons since the Moscow 
summit but the supply of spare 
parts has never been interrupt­ 
ed, the sources said. 
The principal reason Sadat 
ordered the advisers home, the 
sources said, was that the 
Egyptian government found in­ 
tolerable an agreement where­ 
by Egypt had no chance of 
overcoming Israel’s current 
military advantage. 


FBI Reports On Bugging 


Of Patriarca's Plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - F B I 
agentsreport that, through 
electronic surveillance, they ov­ 
erheard reputed New England 
underworld boss Raymond S. 
Patriarca to be worried about a 
$30®,000 investment in the Berk­ 
shire Downs Race Track. 


Patriarca swore to the House 
Crime Committee he had noth­ 
ing to do with the Hancock, 
Mass. track. 


According to a memo filed 
Thursday with the committee, 
FBI agents using electronic 
surveillance devices listened to 
Patriarca’s secret plans to turn 
his investment into a financial 
windfall. 


But, the memo said, the deal 
fell through Joseph A. Phillips, 
chief committee counsel, said 
Patriarca was heard on May 18, 
1964 to be so distraught that 
“ he gets sick at the amount of 


money he has lost, not only for 
himself, but for his friends.” 
From behind the shaded win­ 
dows of an office over a delica­ 
tessen in Providence, R.I., the 
FBI said it listened as Patriar­ 
ca told how he had given a 
judge $20,000 to lift restrictions 
so the track could operate. 
The committee is attempting 
to determine whether there is a 
connection between organized 
crime and professional sports. 


The memo said B. A. Dario, 
principal owner of Lincoln 
Downs, a Rhode Island race 
track, and Saul Friedman, a 
Patriarca lawyer, were at a 
meeting in Friedman’s office to 
discuss the stock of Berkshire 
Downs. 
Friedman and Dario told the 
committee in sworn testimony 
that they knew of no involve­ 
ment of Patriarca in the track's 
business. 


Germanys Agree 


BERLIN (UPI) - East Ger­ 
many expressed readiness to­ 
day to conclude new agree­ 
ments to make life more 
bearable on both sides of the 
wall dividing Berlin. 
It said it was ready to ex­ 
change enclaves and “ other 
small pieces of territory” with 
West Berlin in line with the Big 
Four agreement to lessen ten­ 
sion. 
It made the promise in an 
agreement with West Berlin to 
be signed in East Berlin’s house 
of ministers today. 
In the pact, East Germany 
agreed to move the wall back a 
bit in a main city square to 
improve the West Berlin high­ 
way system. 
The agreement provided for 
the sale of 20 acres of land 
around Potsdamer Platz, which 
is intersected by the wall. West 
Berlin paid $10 million for the 
20 acres. 


Tax Structure Hit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
AFL-CIO says the present tax 
structure is grossly unfair to 
workers who derive their entire 
incomes from wages. 
The giant labor federation, 
which represents 13.6 million 
workers, told Congress's Joint 
Economic Committee yesterday 
that the current tax system 
amounts to “ legalized fraud” of 
the laws. 
I. W. Abel. President of the 
United Steelworkers Union and 
chairman of the AFL-CIO Eco­ 
nomic Policy Committee, filed 
a statement with the congres­ 
sional panel spelling out labor’s 
position in advocating sweeping 
tax reform. 
Abel told the panel that the 
average American family pays 
nine times more tax on $10,000 
if its income comes from w’ages 
than if it comes from invest­ 
ments. 


To Miss Meeting 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) 
— The three members of Viet­ 
nam Veterans Against the War 
released from jail pending tria 
on conspiracy charges will miss 
this weekend’s national strate­ 
gy session in Milwaukee. But 
they hope to take part in pro­ 
tests at the Republican Nation­ 
al Convention. 
Scott Camil of Gainesville, 
John W. Kniffin of Austin, Tex., 
and Peter P. Mahoney of New 
Orleans left the federal court­ 
house smiling Thursday after 
posting $25,000 bond each. 
They are forbidden to leave 
the northern district of Florida 
while awaiting trial on the con­ 
spiracy charges, but said they 
still hope to be in protest 
marches at Miami Beach dur­ 
ing President Nixon’s renomi­ 
nation. 


Rains Continue 


MANILA (UPI) — U.S. Air 
Force helicopters today plucked 
flood victims from treetops in 
Central Luzon where 50,000 ma­ 
rooned persons awaited rescue. 
Four days of relentless mon­ 
soon rains continued, dumping 
a record 18.6 inches on Manila 
overnight. 
Eight more persons were re­ 
ported drowned today, raising 
the death toll in typhoon- 
spawned floods and downpours 
in the Philippines over the past 
two weeks to 235. Red Cross 
officials said more than half a 
million residents of Central Lu­ 
zon, including Manila, were 
homeless, isolated or stranded. 


'It's A Miracle' 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - A 
Roman Catholic official says 
tears seen in the eyes of a rare 
statue of the Virgin Mary could 
have been caused by humidity 
in the air or some other reason, 
but in any case it was a mira­ 
cle. 
“ This is a very humid cli­ 
mate,” said Rev. Lanaux Ra- 
reshide, assistant chancellor of 
the New Orleans Archdiocese. 
“ But is it miraculous? Sure it 
is. The Lord can do anything.” 
Rev. Elmo L. Romagosa re­

DALLAS (UPI) — Arsonists 
caused $5,000 damage Thursday 
to the Texas School Book De­ 
pository, the building from 
which Lee Harvey Oswald al­ 
legedly fired the shots that 
killed President John F. Kenne­ 
dy in 1963. 
Firemen said the arsonists 
splashed gasoline over five 
floors of the unoccupied build­ 
ing, but the fire was extin­ 
guished in less than half an 
hour, mainly because the de­ 
pository has a sprinkler sys­ 
tem. Empty gasoline cans were 
left behind. 


SAIGON (UPD—South Viet­ 
namese troops, backed by artil­ 
lery, napalm-dropping Ameri­ 
can warplanes and offshore 
gunfire, fought today to keep 
North Vietnamese soldiers from 
cutting Highway 1, the vital 
supply link between Hue and 
20,000 government troops trying 
to drive the Communists out of 
Quang Tri province.

German Industrial 
Baron Dead At 89 


DUESSELDORF, Germany 


(UPI)—Friederich Flick, one of 
the world’s richest men who 
rebuilt an industrial empire af­ 
ter a war crimes conviction in 
1947, died Thursday night, 10 
days after his 89th birthday. 
A Flick Corporation spokes­ 
man said today that Flick died 
in a Konstantz hospital which 
he entered 14 days ego. 
A man who came off the farm 


more than half a century ago, 
he built a steel and coal empire 
once valued at $400 million, 
watched it all but disappear in 
the ravages of World War II 
and then returned to become 
perhaps the wealthiest of the 
industrial giants in the “ new” 
West Germany. 
By the mid-1960s, when his 


son Otto-Emst tried unsuccess­ 
fully to wrest it from him, the 
organization that bore Flick’s 
name was variously estimated 
to be worth between $500 mil­ 
lion and $1 billion. 
But so extensive were his 


holdings in automobile manu­ 
facturing, paper products, 
steel, chemicals and plastics, 
that probably Flick himself did 
not know his exact worth. 
Flick had another side—he 


was a convicted war criminal. 
When the Allies arrested him in 
1945, they ranked him third 
among Ruhr ‘‘smofestack bar­ 
ons” who profited from support 
and association with the Nazis. 
For this he served three years 
in prison. 
But to most Germans, Flick 


remained “ the silent genius of

DAYTON, Ohio (UPI) - A 
woman who committed suicide 
by running her car’s engine in a 
closed garage also unsuspect­ 
ingly killed two other persons in 
the adjoining house, the Mont­ 
gomery County coroner’s office 
ruled Thursday. 


The coroner's office ruled the 
death of Linda Hardee. 23, of 
suburban Miami Township, a 
suicide after her body was 
found on the front seat of her 
car early Thursday. 


Inside Miss Hardee’s house, 
police found the body of Patty 
Hall, 19. and Clyde Key, 38. 
The coroner’s office said it 
appeared Miss Hall, who was 
staying with Miss Hardee, had 
been awakened by the fumes 
and got as far as the dining 
room before collapsing. 
Key came to the house after 
getting no response to a tele­ 
phone call. Apparently not 
aware of the gas, he stayed in 
the house and was telephoning 
for help for Miss Hall when he 
also collapsed.

meat and vegetable prices shot 
up sh a rp ly since m id-M ay. 
Meat, poultry and fish were up 
1.3 per cent in June while fruit 
and vegetable prices were up 
2 7 per cent. 
The food price increases were 
offset by declines in such other 
items as eggs, cereals, dairy 
products, and textiles. 
The June rise left the Con­ 
sum er Price Index (CPD at 2.9 
per cent above one y ear earlier 
—the first time in more than 
four and a half years that the 
12-month change was a rise of 
less than 3 per cent. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler described the 
report as “ very encouraging,” 
saying “ it shows real evidence 
of progress towards a healthier 
economy.” 
The report said the CPI went 
up at an annual rate of 2.2 per 
cent in the second quarter of 
this year, well belcw President 
Nixon's goal of a 2.5 to 3 per 
cent annual rate of inflation by 
the end of this year. Consumer 
prices rose at a yearly rate of 
3.6 per cent in the first quarter.

sary or any other time,” he 
added in the affidavit. 
He said Haley was not a 
personal friend and that he had 
met him once at a State Bar 
convention for 20 seconds and 
had appeared before him in 
court twice in the mid 1950 s. 
He also denied close associa­ 
tions with Marin Superior Court 
Judges Joseph G. Wilson and E. 
Warren McGuire as well as 
Judge Haley’s former law part­ 
ner, John Buresh.

Harris Chaiklin, a sociologist 
at the University of Maryland, 
who has studied the prison situ­ 
ation in Maryland for several 
years sees the current prot> 
lems as stem m ing from a 
“ gradual hardening of posi­ 
tions” between inm ates and 
guards. 
“ For four years, we made 
tremendous progress,” Chaiklin 
said.

“What has happened in the 
last year is a gradual harden­ 
ing of positions of corrections 
officers and inmates, such that 
pressure was building up. 
“This would make for a situa­ 
tion that any spark would set 
off It was bound to happen. A 
brutal heat wave and the parts 
fell into place with no individu­ 
al to blame.” 
State Corrections Director Jo­ 
seph G. Cannon, now with the 
Minnesota Corrections Depart­ 
ment. was fired a year ago 
after implementing several re­ 
forms in the system in the 
areas of rehabilitation and self- 
help program s. He was re ­ 
placed by a black. James Jor­ 
dan, who has been ill and hospi­ 
talized for about a month. 
Agnew brought Cannon from 
his prisons commissioner job ii 


Kentucky to M aryland with 
“ the broad mandate to super­ 
vise reform now under way or 
planned and to recommend any 
other changes as necessary to 
give us one of the top prison 
systems in the United States.” 
State Sen. 
George Snyder, 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Com m ittee who worked for 
Cannon’s firing, said Cannon 
was 
“ too 
perm issive. 
He 
brought in outside help groups 
and they are the big problem. 
They work against the guards.” 


A black state delegate who 
negotiated with the penitentiary 
inmates to give up their hos­ 
tages, Troy Brailey of Balti­ 
more, blames the guards. 
“ The guards scare m e ,” 
Brailey said. “The guards feel 
the prisoners are not even hu­ 
man beings. The guards and 
prisoners come from the same 
ghettoes of Baltimore and they 
should be sympathetic. But it’s 
different when a black is put in 
authority.” 
A 
representative 
of 
the 
guard’s union, the Maryland 
Public Employes Council, Clyde 
Thompson, blames the outside 
influences. “ Do-gooders and 
bleeding hearts come in here 
and paint the prisoners as the 
good guys and the guards as 
the bad guys.”

Detroit W ill 


Open School 


As Always 


DETROIT (U PI)—A fter al­ 
most two years of battling in 
the courts, the Detroit Board of 
Education today went ahead 
with plans for a normal school 
opening in the fall—one which 
would not involve cross-district 
busing of students. 
The U.S. 6th Circuit Court of 
Appeals Thursday ordered 
a 
temporary delay on the pur­ 
chase of 295 buses to transport 
sudents from Detroit’s predomi­ 
nantly black schools to schools 
in 52 predominantly white sub­ 
urban districts. 
The appeals 
court scheduled a hearing on 
oral arguments for Aug. 24. 
Detroit School Supt. Charles 
J. W'olfe said the court's action 
“ tells us to go ahead now to do 
our planning for fall opening in 
term s of regular schools,” 
‘'We have waited to get some 
firm direction to move in and 
w e c a n ’t wait any lo n g er,” 
W olfe said . “ We'll go right 
ahead with regular planning. If 
something is changed Aug. 24 
then w e’ll have to consider it at 
that tim e.” 
The appeals court, acting on 
the request of the state of 
Michigan, wall review rulings 
by U.S. District Judge Stephen 
Roth which laid the groundwork 
for implementation of the cross- 
district integration plan on a 
lim ited basis this fall and on a 
full-scale basis in September of 
1973. 
Roth ruled last September 
that Detroit's schools were de­ 
liberately segregated. He certi­ 
fied his findings as final Thurs­ 
day 
so 
the ca se could be 
appealed. 
Gov. William Milliken, a de­ 
fendant in the case, met in 
W ashington 
T hursday 
with 
President Nixon to discuss the 
case and said afterwards, “ I 
am confident that the Justice 
Department will be helpful in 
the ultimate resolution of this 
issue.” 
Attorneys for Ixrth sides in 
the case agreed that the appeal 
could prevent a busing plan 
from being implemented this 
fall. “ But there’s still a possi­ 
bility of second sem ester imple­ 
mentation next February,” said 
Louis R. Lucas, chief attorney 
for the NAACP, which initiated 
tin: case nearly two years ago.

The state of Ohio obtained

The Ohio area is about 70 
m iles w est of Donora, l’a., 
where 22 persons were killed 
and nearly 6,000 more felled in 
America’s worst air pollution 
disaster 24 years ago. 
The mass of hot stagnant air. 
which began settling over the

PHOENIX — Phoenix Indian 
High School has a new look 
The school has been a land­ 
mark for 80 years, yet updating 
of its plant continues. Its 100 
acre campus has taken on a 
brighter appearance during the 
past decade — modern class­ 
rooms, dormitories, and other 
facilities replacing antiquated 
buildings. 
In the process this fully ac­ 
credited high school, 
though 
still supported by the United 
States Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
has lost the drabness long asso­

with 
g o v e r n m e n t 
schools. It’s developed its own 
individuality, and this extends 
far beyond physical appear­ 
ance. 
Responsible for the changes 
going on inside the school is the 
superintendent, Vincent Little, 
the first Indian to hold such an 
administrative post in a U.S. 
Indian school. 
Little, a member of the Mo­ 
have Tribe, graduated from the 
school and served as president 
of the class of 1951. He returned 
as superintendent in 1970. 
"One reason I accepted the 
position,” the popular adminis­ 
trator stresses, "is that I’ve 
always been interested in edu­ 
cation, and with education in a 
period of rapid change, if we in 
this school are ever going to 
make a change, the time is 
now.”

SACRAMENTO (U P I)-T he 
State of California enjoyed a 
budget surplus of at least $256 
million for the fiscal year that 
just ended but the politicians 
aren’t suffering a deficit of 
ideas on how the money should 
be spent. 
Controller Houston I. Flour­ 
noy attributed the cash surplus 
to a 
new state income tax 
withholding system and an up 
surge in the economy. He also 
said Thursday the 1971 72 budg­ 
et could be in the black by 
about $300 million when all the 
final figures are in. 
Republican Gov. Ronald Re­ 
agan. who returns today from a 
goodwill 
tour of Europe for 
President Nixon, has said he 
would like a large share of the 
surplus to go for a massive 
proposal to finance schools and 
provide property tax relief. 
But if the Democratic con­ 
trolled legislature fails to pass 
the $1.2 billion measure, then 
he will ask that the surplus be 
returned to taxpayers by reduc­ 
ing either state income or sales 
tax rates, according to a top 
Reagan administration official. 
“The governor has no inten­ 
tion of building a huge state 
surplus at the expense of tax­ 
payers who would be paying 
more than necessary for the 
cost of government,” said Ver­ 
non Orr, director of the state 
Finance Department. 
Meantime, Sen. George Mos­ 
cone, a potential Democratic 
contestant for governor in 1974, 
said he “would not be in favor 
of sending any of the money 
back to taxpayers.” 
He said giving the cash back 
to taxpayers directly “ lulls peo­ 
ple into a false sense of securi­ 
ty” and added that the surplus 
would be insignificant when 
spread over the state’s 16 mil­ 
lion taxpayers. 
The San Francisco lawmaker 
noted that in 1969 when the 
state had a $309 million surplus 
the 
Reagan 
adm inistration 
gave taxpayers a onetime tax 
break, hut during the next two 
years the state suffered a defi­ 
cit and was forced to increase 
tax rates. 
Moscone said the money in­ 
stead should be used to restore 
items vetoed by the governor 
for state employe pay raises 
and expansion of the Education­ 
al Opportunity Program (EOP) 
for college students from low- 
income families. If any cash 
was left over after vetoed items 
were restored, it should go to­ 
ward school financing reform. 
Other legislators suggested 
that the surplus be used for 
everything imaginable, ranging 
from raises for school teachers 
to paying off the state’s $5.5 
billion bonded debt. 
The $256 million surplus was 
about $92 million more than 
forecast bv the Reagan admin­ 
istration. th e total 1971-72 Cali­ 
fornia state budget was about 
$6.8 billion. 
Assembly Speaker Bob Mor- 
etti, another Democratic hope­ 
ful for the governorship, said 
the legislature should not do 
anything “ silly or foolish’’ such 
as giving the surplus back to 


taxpayers without making cer­ 
tain no new tax increases would 
be needed “ in the next four or 
five years.” 
Flournoy, a potential Republi 
can candidate for governor, 
said the surplus should be used 
for correcting injustices in the 
property tax system that un 
fairly treat school children in 
low wealth districts.

CREMATION 
SACRAMENTO <UPI>-A lie 
reaved person would be allowed 
to keep the cremated ashes of 
loved ones on the mantel at 
home under a bill voted final 
legislative passage T hursday 
by the state Assembly. 


Currently the only legal way 
in California to dispose of the 
cremated remains of a dead 
person is to scatter them at sea 
from an airplane or bury them 
in a cemetery. 
The measure by Sen. Anthony 
Beilenson, 
D-Beverly Hills, 
would allow a person to keep 
the ashes at home, in his gar­ 
den or some other place “ in 
keeping with public sensibili­ 
ties.”

When the incident occurred 
Wednesday, seven legislators 
with whom she was to meet

The club has a longstanding 
policy against admitting women 
before 5 p.m. 
Mrs Fong said she was sur 
prised when she was turned 
away by the club's manage 
ment although the same thing 
happened to her five years ago 
when the Assembly Education 
Committee of which she was a 
member met at the club.

But Cory fell 11 votes short of 


winning approval for his bill 
when it was defeated on a 30-38 
vote However, he kept the pro­ 
posal alive by asking for recon 
sideration. 


PAY APPEAL

Reinecke says the 
state will appeal the Federal 
Pay Board’s action that 
re­ 
duced pay raises averaging 7 
per cent by almost one per cent 
for California’s civil service 
employes. 
“ We will appeal,” Reinecke 
said Thursday after being in­ 
formed of the federal panel's 
decision to reduce the average 
pay increase from 7.9 per cent 
to an even 7 per cent. 
“ Because of the need of gov­ 
ernment to stay competitive, 
we feel our state employes are 
entitled to this,” Reinecke said.

Lowly Bee Sting 
Can Turn Serious 


insect bites and bee stings 
are no more than temporary 
nuisances to most of us, but for 
the few who are allergic, they 
can be serious. 


The New York Times reports 
that a few weeks ago, a man on 
Long Island was stung on his 
leg while cutting grass. Within 
minutes, he lapsed into a coma 
and was barely saved by a shot 
of adrenalin at the hospital. 


Another woman, stung by an 
insect believed to be a yellow 
jacket, died before she could 
reach a hospital. Her admission 
to a hospital was delayed be­ 
cause, although she complained 
loudly, the family thought she 
was being unduly hysterical. 


Marin has had its share of 
serious bee stings, where quick 
action saved the victims. A few 
have been fatal. The last that 
we can recall occurred in Octo­ 
ber of 1965 when a rear admi­ 
ral. stung by a bee while chop­ 
ping wood in Nicasio, died from 
the effects. 


Dr. Harry Mueller of Har­ 
vard, chairman of the insect 
allergy committee of the Amer­ 
ican Academy of Allergy, and 
other allergy specialists, rec­ 
ommend that picnickers and 
hikers not go barefoot in areas 
where bees and yellow’ jackets 
may be nesting. Bright-colored 
clothing or leather goods and 


sweet smelling cosmetics, per­ 
fume, hair oil and suntan lotion 
also attract the insects. 


Those who suffer a serious 
reaction to an insect sting 
should be protected beforehand 
by desensitization shots, said 
Dr. Mueller. 


How does a person know’ he 
is overly sensitive to insect 
stings? Such a person gets a 
reaction in a part of the body 
other than the location of the 
bite, said the Harvard allergist. 
For example, if you are bitten 
on the hand and your face 
swells orvou get hives all over, 
or go into shock, that’s w’hen to 
call the doctor. 


Even if the swelling is local­ 
ized. if the swelling is extreme­ 
ly severe, medical aid should 
be sought, the doctor advised. 


He said sensitivity to insects 
can develop over the years, 
which means that a person who 
had no unusual reaction from 
insect bites in the past can 
become allergic the next year. 
Insect 
bites, 
particularly 
stings by yellow jackets, are 
not to be taken too lightly, 
particularly when the victim 
complains of unusual pain or 
extreme discomfort. 
Special care should be exer­ 
cised during these summer 
months when many of us go 
shirtless and barefoot.

New Reform Proposition 


Could Bring More Chaos 


By RUS W ALTON 


A bunch of the fellas in the state 
legislature have a proposition for you. 
They’re going to put it to you on this 
November's ballot. 


It’s a proposition to change the way 
they do things in the State Senate and 
Assembly. 
The principal 
authors are 
Senators Fred Marler and James Mills 
and Assemblymen Bob Moretti and Bob 
Monagan. These are the big cheeses of 
both houses and both parties in Sacra­ 
mento. 


BASICALLY ACA 95 (which would be­ 
come a ballot proposition upon passage 
by the two houses) would make several 
high-visibility changes: 


The legislature would operate in two- 
year sessions, as the federal congress 
does now. 


The veto session would be eliminated. 
Vetoed bills would be returned during 
regular sessions. If the legislature were 
in racess when the bill returned, the veto 
would be considered when the lawmakers 
reconvened 
In general all new laws would take 
effect on Jan. 1 of the year following 
passage. (Urgency measures — such as 
tax levies, election measures and appro­ 
priation bills — would take effect imme­ 
diately.) 
Bills introduced during the first year of 
a session would carry over to the second 
year if they had been passed by the 
house of origin. 


NOT E V E R Y legislator is thrilled with 
ACA 95. 
State Senator Lou Cusanovich, R-Sher- 
man Oaks, thinks it’s a bad proposition. 


’i f adopted (it would) result in two years 
of chaos instead of the nine months of 
chaos we have now.-' 


Cusanovich wants the legislature to 
keep the promises it made to the people 
back in 1966 before it goes grabbing more 
authority and more reforms. 


In 1966. in return for legislators’ prom­ 
ises of improved performance, the voters 
adopted Proposition 1-A. That created a 
"full-time" legislature and gave the law­ 
makers a considerable raise in pay (from 
*600 a month to $16,000 a year — which 
has since been upped to $19,200 plus 
expenses). The legislators were also giv­ 
en larger staffs and other goodies. 


THE LEGISLATO RS GOT what they 
wanted, but the citizens have not. And, it 
is interesting to note that the decline in 
public esteem for the legislature began 
after the passage of Prop 1-A. 


ACA 95 does little or nothing to correct 
many of the legislature's shortcomings. 
For one thing, it does nothing about 
absenteeism 
and 
lousy 
attendance 
records. 


For another thing, it does nothing to 
force the lawmakers to quit fooling 
around at the beginning of each session. 
The way things are, time is wasted at the 
beginning of each session and thousands 
of bills are rammed through during the 
final hectic weeks. 


T H ER E IS NOTHING about limiting 
the number of bills which could be 
introduced 
no prohibition of duplicate 
bills. 
There is no provision for opening up 
conference committees to the press and 
the public. That is especially important 
as regards the secret meetings on the 
annual state budget. 
And further, as Cusanovich points out, 
more emphasis should be placed on 
eliminating “ pride of authorship" and 
partisan hackery in relation to lawmak­ 
ing. 
“ If we want to," commented Cusanov- 
ich, “ we would consider legislation on the 
basis of its need — not its political 
effect." 
The whole reform proposition falls way 
short of getting to some of the real 
failings of existing legislative practices. 
But perhaps a reform bill cannot do 
that. Because what is needed is not only 
a 
reform of the system — but the 
legislators themselves.

Soviet Union And Red Chino 
Seem To Favor Nixon Victory 


WASHINGTON — It is extraordinary 
that so many foreign governments are 
choosing up sides in the U.S. presidential 
election. Even though it violates tradi­ 
tional diplomacy, they are visibly anx­ 
ious to see President Nixon re-elected. 


It is more extraordinary that these 
governments, among the most powerful 
nations in the world, are of radically 
diverse ideology. They include two of 
America’s historic adversaries, the Sovi­ 
et Union and China, and two of our 
staunchest allies, Israel and West Ger­ 
many. 


And most extraordinary, three of these 
governments are openly taking action to 
help Nixon in the campaign. They have it 
within their power to influence events 
which couldgreatly benefit the President 
politically. 


W EST GERM ANY, though deeply wor­ 
ried about McGovern’s plan to withdraw 
more than half the American troops in 
Western Europe, hesitates to make any 
overt move bearing on the Nixon- 
McGovern contest. 


Israeli officials are letting it be known 
that they would like to see Nixon in the 
White House another four years. They 
are doing more than saying it quietly. 
Ambassador Rabin said it candidly on 
Israel’s government radio a few weeks 
ago. Now Israeli spokesmen are passing 
the word to leaders of the 'Ameriean- 
Jewish community that they see Israel’s 
security best served by the President’s 
re-election 
They welcome Sen. McGovern’s strong­ 
er words of support for Israel but they 
fear that McGovern’s projected cuts in 
U.S. defenses would be perilous to Israel, 
and 
they 
prefer Nixon’s deeds to 
McGovern's words. 


THE IN T ER EST of Moscow and Pe­ 
king in Nixon's re-election is equally 
evident. And they are doing something 


about it If they succeed, it could ensure 
a Republican victory. 
The evidence is that Russia and China 
are so desirous of being able to work with 
President Nixon during the next four 
years that they are seeking to bring 
about an end to the fighting in Vietnam 
before Nov. 7. 
This has come increasingly into the 
open since the President visited Peking 
and Moscow. 


NEITHER CHINA nor Russia took any 
action when the United States mined the 
North Vietnamese harbors to cut off 
supplies; that is, nothing adverse. Peking 
remained quiet and 
Moscow 
warmly 
welcomed Nixon to the Soviet capital. 
After the Moscow summit, President 
Podgorny went to Hanoi to pass the word 
that the Soviets wanted I he war to end 
and supported the U.S. proposal for an 
internationally supervised cease-fire. 
Now, in the wake of the Podgorny visit, 
Le Due Tho, the North Vietnamese Polit- 
boro member, has arrived in Paris sug­ 
gesting secret talks with Henry Kissin­ 
ger. 


FROM THIS and other evidence Victor 
Zorza. the Communist affairs expert for 
the London Observer, makes the flat 
prediction: 
"The resumed Paris talks will lead to 
the ending of the war before the presiden­ 
tial election in November. Moscow and 
Peking have made it clear to Hanoi that, 
unless they accept something like the 
terms they recommend, it is going to be 
left on its own —and the North Vietnam­ 
ese leaders have finally taken the point." 
Hanoi is thus confronted with a difficult 
and painful decision. It must either yield 
to the diplomatic pressure of its principal 
Communist allies for a negotiated settle­ 
ment or risk carrying on the war with 
declining military aid 
The prospect is an end to the fighting 
in the visible future either by negotiation 
or by letting the war peter out.

Automobiles Take A Beating 
When They Rom These Trees 


Burger Upholds District Court 
In Rollback O f Rail Scrap Hike 


In the cartoon strip, “ Pea­ 
nuts” , by Charles Schulz, Char­ 
ley 
Brown 
has a kite-eating 
tree. Regardless of how hard he 
tries, the tree always sucks in 
his kite and cats it 


Novato has its car smashing 
trees. The main concentration 
of them is on the curve on 
South Novato Boulevard south 
of Stone Drive. No one can 
count the num ber of cars that 
have sm ashed into those trees 
since the 1924 vintage road was 
put in with the trees near the 
side of the road. 


These trees bear the scars 
from countless collisions with 
cars, but the trees are much 
tougher than the cars and peo­ 
ple in them. No one has kept 
score, but m any people have 
been taken to the hospital and 
cars to the garage because of 
these car-catching trees. 


RECENTLY THE City of No­ 
vato has undertaken to widen 
this cu rv e. It will defn itely 
make the intersection a speedi­ 
er one. 


Unbelievable as it seems, the 
city widened the street up to 
two of the killer trees, then 
paved around them and then 
widened it again. This is the 
northbound lane of the curve. 


Approaching the south bound 
portion of the curve is another 
such tree, scarred by the im­ 
pact of m any, many cars. The 
widened portion of the curve 
does not go around the tree, but 
very close to it. 


THE DIFFERENCE is that 
this tree has a large branch 
sticking out over the street. The 
branch will not bother regular 


passenger cars, but trucks — 
look out. 
Large trucks, if they get too 
close to the side of the street, 
will bang into the branch of the 
tree. 
This is a tima when environ 
mentalists are trying to save 
trees and open space. There is 
no argum ent against this in 
principle. But there comes a 
tim e when v alues m ust be 
equated. 


WHICH IS the most impor­ 
tant, a banged-up tree beside 
the street in the street right-of- 
way, or a human being? 
If the city had gone ahead 
with the plans (available for 
nothing at the county road de­ 
partm ent at the civic center) 
and widened the street to four 
travel lanes with curbs, gutters 
and sidewalks, then the trees 
would have had to be taken out. 
It will be interesting to see 
how many accidents must oc­ 
cur on the curve before the city 
finally rem o v e s th ese tre e s, 
which have been a menace for 
years.

“ reluctantly” refusing to over­ 
turn a three-judge U S. District 
Court injunction which forced 
railroads to roll back a 2.5 per 
cent rate increase on scrap and 
other recycleable materials. 
Burger said he doubted the 


correctness of the court’s deci­ 
sion, but acting alone he would 
not order the rates reinstated 
pending further interstate com ­ 
merce action and environm en­ 
tal impact studies. 
“ Our society and its govern­ 
mental instrumentalities having 
been 
less than alert to the 
needs of our environm ent for 
generations, 
have 
now taken 
protective steps,” Burger said 
in an opinion. 
“ These developments, howev­ 
e r p ra ise w o rth y , should not 


lead courts to exercise equita­ 
ble powers loosely or casually 
whenever a claim of ’environ­ 
mental d am ag e’ is asserted. 
“ The world m ust go on and 
new environmental legislation 
must be carefully meshed with 
m ore tra d itio n a l p a tte rn s of 
federal 
regulation. The deci­ 
sional process for judges is one 
of balancing and it is often a 
most difficult task .” 
The ICC gave the railroads 
permission to raise all freight 
rates 2.5 per cent on Feb. 5, 


pending commission action on a 
request for a 4 1 per cent selec­ 
tive rate increase. 


However, 
an environmental 
group called Students Challeng­ 
ing R eg u lato ry Agency Pro- 
c e e d e rs (SCRAP) filed suit 
c h a rg in g th a t the in c re a se 
would discourage movement of 
recycleable goods. They also 
said the ICC failed to issue an 
e n v iro n m e n ta l im p a c t s t a t e ­ 
ment on the effect of the rate 
increase, which they said was 
required under the National E n­ 
vironmental Policy Act. 


On 
July 
10, a 
District of 
Columbia district court panel 
issued a preliminary injunction 
ordering the railroads to stop 
collecting the rate increase on 
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recycleable products after July 
15. 
The ICC and the railroads 
appealed to Burger to stay the 
injunction. 
Burger said the harm to the 
railroads 
and to the overall 
public interest “ is imm ediate 
and direct. Badly needed reve­ 
nues will be lost at once and 
there is little likelihood that 
they can be recouped.” 
“ Unlike the District Court, I 
find it difficult to dismiss this 
certain loss of at least one and 
perhaps several millions of dol­ 
lars simply because it is ’not 
overwhelming’ relative to the 
total revenues to be derived 
from the surcharge.” 
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But, ho said, “ not withstand 
ing my doubts of the correct 
ness of the action of the three 
judge district court ... acting 
alone, I incline toward defer­ 
ring to their collective evalua­ 
tion and balancing of the equi­ 
ties.

Marin Regional Park Scheme 
Can Open Up A Can O f Worms 


Last week I wrote of my knowl­

On an average autumn or 
spring evening, 20,000 Can­ 
tonese out for fun pay three 
cents each to pass through its 
gates. 
Their three cents buys a vast 
entertainment world: musical 
shows, carnival rides, bands, 
puppet shows, nightly sports 
exhibitions, and seven mu­ 
seums. 
But this is an amusement 
world with a big difference. For 
this is Mao’s China. What Cul­ 
tural Park offers is what the 
“ cultural” in “ cultural revolu­ 
tion” is all about. 
The followers of Mao had 
charged that pre-cultural revo­ 
lution Chinese literature and 
drama were the domain of in­ 
tellectuals who wTote for other 
intellectuals. 
It was claimed that artistic 
works had been attempts to 
promote the idea of individual 
“ genius” : on the one hand in­ 
ducing intellectuals to feel su­ 
perior to the masses, and on the 
other divorcing China's modern 
art forms from the semiliterate 
common man. 
Everything at Canton’s Cul­ 
tural Park is easy to under­ 
stand, even for foreigners. 
Themes invariably concern he­ 
roic hardships and eventual 
triumph in the Chinese revolu­ 
tion. 
Scripts are all written collec­ 
tively, not by single eminent 
authors. The productions them­ 
selves have been taken out of 
the hands of professionals and 
given over to the hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of amateur 
groups Canton has sprouted in 
recent years. 
Only a half-dozen full-length 
plays, ballets, and operas since 
the cultural revolution have re­ 
ceived Peking’s official approv­ 
al. Repeated excerpts from this 
slim repertoire compose the 
meat and potatoes of Cultural 
Park’s fare. 
But the crowds seem to love 
it. The most popular of Cultural 
Park’s museums is devoted to 
bigger-than-life statues of the 
six new theatricals’ revolution­ 
ary heroes, and the crowds jam 
Cultural Park nightly to see 
live performances of the same 
themes and tunes they had al­ 
ready enjoyed a half-dozen or 
more times in the movie ver­ 
sions. 
At one giant outdoor theater a 
troupe of transport workers

was offering a rousing, if im­ 
perfect, interpretation of “ The 
Red Detachment of Women" 
ballet, about a servant girl’s 
adventures in a Communist 
women's rifle company during 
the civil war against Chiang 
Kai-shek. 
The audience, packed with 
kids, roared approval when the 
ballerina heroine successfully 
navigated several difficult 
leaps. There was all the cama­ 
raderie of an enjoyable small­ 
town theatrical, and the crowd 
shared acutely the discomfort 
of a bit player who tripped over 
his own feet and fell off the 
stage. 
A young mechanic, arms 
flailing wildly, next banged out 
some fast-tempoed “ revolution­ 
ary tunes” on a set of ingen­ 
iously converted auto fenders, 
winning yelps from the young­ 
sters. 
Within minutes, the kids were 
fidgeting uncomfortably while 
their parents warmly applaud­ 
ed a group of cherubic G-uear- 
olds from a suburban children’s 
place. These young prodigies 
were performing a popular skit 
from a “ revolutionary Peking 
opera” with all the exquisitely 
exaggerated mannerisms of 
their elders. 
Cultural Park's sports are in 


tune with the amateur theatri­ 
cals. At the park's table tennis 
arena, down a maze of grassy 


walks and past the ferris wheel 
and rocket ride, several 
hundred spectators were watch­ 
ing a championship competition 
between the amateur teams of 
two suburban districts. 


Next door in the basketball 
stadium, squads of women 
teachers from two of Canton’s 
school districts were doing on- 
court battle, cheered on by 
several thousand fans. 
The museums at Cultural 
Park, strewn through the down­ 
town amusement grounds, pro­ 
vide Chinese visitors with les­ 
sons in Maoist values. 
Art has been a neglected 
stepchild of postcultural revolu­ 
tion China, with much of the 
output conforming to Russia’s 
vapid social-realism style. Yet 
one of Cultural Park's seven 
museums boasts an exact repli­ 
ca of the masterpiece of 
Chinese revolutionary art: the 
Rent Collection Courtyard ta­ 
bleaux of Szechuan Province. 
Devised during the cultural 
revolution by a collective of 
unnamed art workers, it em­ 
ploys more than 100 life-size 
clay figures in six separate 
scenes to relate a simple story

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 


Senate deciding that it “ might

kill a proposed moratorium on 
court ordered busing of chil 
dren to achieve school desegre­ 
gation. 


The measure was offered by 
Sen David Gambrel!, D-Ga., as 
an amendment to the minimum 
wage bill. 


The Senate refused to ap­ 
prove the moratorium after 
hearing Sen. John 0. Pastore, 
D-R.I., say the busing issue has 
“ merit on both sides” hut it 
was not “ the time or the place” 
to resolve the controversy. 


“ Whatever, the result may 
be,” Pastore said, “ we might 
be doing more damage than 
good.” 


A college student from San 
Rafael has been sentenced to 
four months in Marin County 
Jail for welfare fraud. 


Judge Joseph G. Wilson of 
Marin Superior Court also 
placed Herbert Cosme, 23, on 
probation for three years and 
ordered him to repay $747 in 
welfare overpayments he re­ 
ceived last year. 


Cosme was found guilty June 
16 by a Marin jury of fraudu­ 
lently reporting his family’s in­ 
come to to obtain welfare in 
Marin. Cosme reported his own 
income from a part time job, 
but not his wife’s salary of 
more than $40(1 a month, ac­ 
cording to Deputy Dist. Atty. 
Milton M. Hyams. 
Cut off in May 1971 after five 
months of benefits, Cosme al­ 
legedly enrolled for welfare in 
San Francisco and received 
payments there until October. 


He has been charged in San 
Francisco as well as Marin. 
Cosme was a student of phys­ 
ical education at San Francisco 
State College, and living in 
Greenbrae when the offense oc­ 
curred.

She Finds A Home For Old Things

“ If makes you feel good to 
gee things used. In America we 
are tcx> casual about throwing 
things away, we squander 
things,” said Irma Granley of 
Goodwill Industries. 
Crippled by polio since child 
hood, Mrs. David Granley for 
the past two years has operated 
Goodwill's telephone answering 
service in her Tiburon home. 
She arranges all the pickups of 
donated items in Southern Ma­ 
rin. 
The phone rings 50 to 60 times 
a day in her small study fur­ 
nished with office equipment 
from Goodwill shops. And when 
she must go out, a recording 
machine takes callers’ num­ 
bers. Later the same day she 
returns calls and arranges pick­ 
ups. 
Besides helping employ the 
handicapped in repairing and 
selling goods, Irma said she 
gives public service. Hating to 
see anything wasted, she calls 


Marin facilities which might 
use items Goodwill cannot han­ 
dle. 
A swing set, too large for 
Goodwill, went to a church for 
its nursery school. 
A CALLER offered his refrig­ 
erator, and the meat in its 
freezer, to Goodwill. Irma sug­ 
gested he give the meat to 
Family Mix. 
She urges people to give mag­ 
azines to hospitals or senior 
citizens. 
Anri Irma does some “ hand- 
holding” over the phone, she 
said, as people part with trea­ 
sured furniture when they 
break up a household or posses­ 
sions of a deceased relative. 
Some callers like to chat, and 
they become friends as people 
call back when they decide to 
part with one treasure after 
another. 
Amused, Irma related that a 
woman called to say she found 
the belt for a dress she recently 
gave Goodwill. 


“ She didn’t realize what a 
mountain of things had come 
into the San Francisco plant in 
the meantime,” she said. 
‘‘I think everything that ever 
existed comes through Good­ 
will,” said irrna, mentioning a 
1907 telephone book with a sec­ 
tion printed in Chinese. An end­ 
less variety goes to Goodwill’s 
five story building in San Fran­ 
cisco where goods are repaired, 
sorted, priced and sold by more 
than 300 handicapped workers. 
“ FOR MANY it is home; so 
many live in furnished rooms. 
Goodwill is their life,” she said. 
The handicapped receive re­ 
habilitation through Goodwill's 
on-the-job training. Some can 
go into other industries later. 
For many it is their first expe­ 
rience with the self discipline of 
working all day. 
They learn to repair small 
electrical appliances, televi­ 
sions, furniture and refurbish 
clothing. They are trained in 
stock work, sorting and pricing 


in the collections department 
and in selling in the “ Shop of 
the Unusual,” and the furniture 
and clothing stores at the San 
Francisco plant and five other 
Bay Area stores. The Goodwill 
store in Marinis at 1920 Fourth 
Street in San Rafael. 
Mrs. Granley, wearing a 
crisp flowered blouse and yel­ 
low slacks from Goodwill, 
pointed out several art objects 
in her living room which she 
discovered at Goodwill. 
“ It’s an excitingplace to 
shop,” she said. “ Everything is 
in style these days, even an­ 
tiques. People like to buy at 
flea markets and second-hand 
shops. They are finding new 
things’ prices too high and 
workmanship too poor.” 
Despite difficulty walking, 
Mrs. Granley leads a busy life. 
She and her husband take 
Weekend trips in their large 
camper. They have a married 
daughter in Calgary, Canada, 
and a son living in Forest 


Knolls. Mrs Granley also nurs­ 
es a bedridden uncle in her 
home. 


LESS LIMITED when she 
was younger, she worked for 
the Vocational Adjustment Bu­ 
reau in New York City doing 
psychological testing, guidance 
and vocational placement of 
mentally retarded ami emotion­ 
ally disturbed girls and women. 


Next she became secretary to 
J. Willis Hershey of Goodwill 
Industries in New York City. It 
was her last job before starting 
her family. 
“ Twenty-one years and 3,000 
miles intervened, but now I am 
back working for him in San 
Francisco, where he is director 
of the whole Goodwill opera­ 
tion,” she said. 
Six years ago Mrs. Granley 
became his secretary again, 
but finding commuting difficult 
she decided to work at home 
when the telephone answering 
job became available.

NEW CANAAN, Conn. <UPI) 
—Horatio Alger, an all-Ameri­ 
can hero, left, a great ethic — 
work hard, give it all you have 
and you can get to be Presi­ 
dent. 
“ It just ain't so,” says Dr. 
Charles P. Neumann, medical 
director of Silver Hill Founda­ 
tion, a private psychiatric hos­ 
pital in New Canaan. In the 
area it's known as the* Gold 
Coast hospital. Its patients, who 
are called “ guests” include ce­ 
lebrities and. more and more, 
corporate executives who are 
alcoholics. Some are there be­ 
cause they swallowed Alger's 
words - -hook, line and sinker. 
For the past seven years, Dr. 
Neumann and his associates 
have been dealing with the 
emotional and physical wreck­ 
age inflicted on many trying to 
follow Alger’s edict. Many have 
made it to president of their 
companies or close to that high 
rank -only to be felled in a 


battle with booze, self-adminis­ 
tered medication to mask all 
kinds of feelings. 


WHAT IS unusual about Sil­ 
ver Hill: all admissions are 
voluntary and there are no 
locks. Dr. Neumann thinks vol­ 
untary admissions have a lot to 
do with the success Silver Hill 
has had in the treatment of 
alcoholics. 
Four hundred have gone 
through the treatment, which 
includes psychotherapy. One 
out of two over the last seven 
years had managed to be free 
of alcoholism. That is a cure 
rate of 50 per cent —compared 
to the usual 20 or 30 per cent. 


Experience with the corpo­ 
rate executive and other upper 
class alcoholics at Silver Hill 
has led Dr. Neumann and his 
associates to this belief: 
Despite the differences in 
wealth and position, the upper- 


c l a s s alcoholic generally drinks 
for the same reasons as his less 


affluent brethren. Case after 
case illustrates how affluence 
and high position are no buffer 
against feelings of inadequacy, 
dependency problems, anxiety, 
depression, loneliness, rage, re­ 
pressed sexuality and the multi­ 
plicity of dynamics evident in 
the drinking of upper-class al­ 
coholics. 


In one report of 32 corporate 
alcoholics, mean age 51, Dr. 
Neumann and his co-workers 
noted that the problem drinking 
had been maintained about 10 
years before treatment became 
mandatory for survival. 


NEXT QUESTION. How can 
a man who is functioning in a 
high level of a corporation, 
perhaps in the presidency itself, 
carry on his duties and conceal 
his alcoholism? 


One answer: in the corporate 
world the acceptance of heavy 
drinking may maintain and 
worsen the problem while post­ 
poning early detection.

To prove that certain phobias 
can best Im> alleviated by medi­ 
cation and psychotherapy, the 
Center is starting a treatment 
program funded by a grant 
from The National Institute of 
Mental Health.

elderly parent to join her house­ 


hold. 


Dr. Salk, whose book. “ What 
Every Child Would Like His 
Parents To Know ” stressed the 
importance of preventive psy­ 
chiatry and a secure emotional 
climate at home, believes par­ 
ents should listen to their chil­ 
dren as well as the other way 
around and provide firm, not 
dictatorial guidance. 


In the case of movie censor­ 
ship, Dr. Salk suggested that if 
parents object to a particular 
film, they should “ offer an al­ 
ternative choice. If you take a 
very strong stand against the 
film you can make it seem 
more intriguing than it really is 
and motivate the young people 
to see it* out of defianee. . .let 
your feelings be known, but 
without insisting they be fol­ 
lowed.” 


To a woman w ho wondered if 
bringing her recently widowed 
mother to live with her will 
strain family relationship too 
much, Dr. Salk’s advice is to 
try what could be “ a very 
sensitizing and gratifying expe­ 
rience for you and your chil­ 
dren.”

Blacks And Politics— 
Check Out Both Parties

(I/Os Angeles Times Syndicate) 
“ Well, I ’ve just always been a Democrat— 
when 1 vote. Politicians are all crooks, and 
one is just the same as another. But like all 
black folks I'm a Democrat. The conventions 
this year look like a picnic to me. I don’t see 
what they’re accomplishing.” 
The 60 year-old black man expressed some 
common political attitudes held by many 
blacks — blind adherence to one party and 
the idea that the political arena 
is too difficult to understand 
and or not worthy of involve­ 
ment. 
In a presidential election 
year, even those blacks who 
wish not to be political are 
caught up in the mechanics of 
our two-party political system. 
But you have no choice — you 
must be political if you care 
about what is happening to 
yourself, your family and your 
neighbors. Politics is the white 
\merican way. and for our 
survival it had better become 
th<' black American way. 


Traditionally and historically, 
if and when blacks could vote, 
they’ve supported the Demo­ 
cratic Party. The Democrats 
have had many years of almost 
solid black support and many 
years to execute many prom­ 
ises, though still much in the 
way of black rights remains 
long-sung but undone. 


BEING \ 
mous with 
black is so synony* 
being a Democrat 


that those dissatisfied with the 
Democrats have had severe 
emotional difficulty retreating 
from the party, something al-' 
most equated with an abandon­ 
ment of the black race. 
Said one well known black 
Republican, “ Upon examina­ 
tion, I was impressed with 
many of the things the Nixon 
Administration has done with 
regard to blacks, such as the 
increases in minority enter­ 
prise, educational grants and 
the record number of black 
appointees. 
“ But, I thought, my God. can 
I stand up before black people 
and announce that I’m a card- 
carrying Republican? It’s like 
admitting to being a Martian. 
But this was purely a condi­ 
tioned response. The basic 
premise has been that blacks 
who are for blacks are Demo­ 
crats." he said. 
Admittedly and unfortunate­ 
ly, far too many of us blacks 
are still politically naive.

arena looks formidable and 
complicated, but as one gets 
involved it becomes clear that 
the only complications are the 
fancy sounding names that 
have been attached to fairly 
simple and mundane maneu­ 
vers, such as electoral college 
for “ wheelin’ and dealin’,” pa­ 
tronage for “ jobs” and conces­ 
sions for “ you scratch my back 
and I ’ll scratch yours.” Even 
folk like us understand these 
tactics without looking in the 
dictionary for their meaning. 


The notion once held by some 
younger, more militant blacks 
— that our system should be 
overhauled by total and imme­ 
diate sabotage — is almost 
totally extinguished, so working 
within the system is gaining 
momentum 
Like white lumi­ 
naries, well-known blacks are 
now lending their names and 
support to political candidates. 
Today, with divergent black 
views on the ways of bringing 
about desired changes, it is 
patently clear that one party 
cannot be all things to all 
blacks. Like all whites, all 
blacks can’t and shouldn't be 
members of any one party. 


IN ADDITION to admittedly 
black Republicans, there are 
now the Black Democrats for 
the Re-Election of Nixon. These 
folks are impressed with cer­ 
tain demonstrated deeds of the 
Nixon Administration with re­ 
gard to blacks. And what bet­ 
ter, more comfortable verbal 
vehicle to attract and entice 
black Democrats toward the 
Republican Party? 
Traditional party labels also 
have contributed to black ad­ 
herence to the Democratic Par­ 
ty. The Demos were always 
called the liberals and somehow 
it evolved that only liberals 
could like and/tolerate black 
people. Consequently, we 
blacks felt we had to stick with 
these particular whites. 
The Republicans, on the other 
hand, have been labeled the 
conservatives — to blacks, the 
word conservative meant folks 
who wanted things to remain 
the same. In our case, “ they" 
wanted blacks to remain in 
subservient, substandard, sub­ 
citizenship positions. But the 
word conservative means other 
things. 
Some blacks are now saying, 
if you really want a job done, 
give it a disciplined conserva­ 
tive — a liberal may or may 
not show up for the job (based 
upon some progressive, permis­ 
sive logic.) 
¿Slacks, having been disen­ 
franchised citizens for so long, 
must persist in their concern 
with civil rights, housing, jobs 
and the like. But jobs and 
concessions are brought about 
politically or not at all. If one 
party is not doing the job, the 
other should be cheeked out. 
The days of blind political affili­ 
ation are on the way out. 
Then do it. Vote.

MEDFORD, Mass. - How 
will it feel to be the first woman 
to serve as a senior academic 
official at Princeton Universi­ 
ty? 
"Oh, it’s just like any other 
job,” smiles Dr. Adele Sim­ 
mons, the soon-to depart dean 
of .Jackson College at Tufts 
University here. 
As of Sept. 1, Dr. Simmons 
will become dean of student 
affairs and associate dean of 
the college at Princeton. She 
will be the first woman in such 
a high Princeton post, and also 
the first holder of this joint 
title. 
“ I see my dual title as a 
symbol of the realization that 
student problems can’t be cate­ 
gorized according to adminis­ 
trative offices,” explains the 20- 
year-old dean. "You can’t auto 
matically send a student to a 
student affairs dean for a dor­ 
mitory problem and to an aca­ 
demic 
dean 
for a 
course 
change.” 
Very often, she believes, a 
student may come in ostensibly 
to drop or change a course. 
But, in reality, he or she wants 
a chance to talk and discuss 
future plans, or to "get at a 
problem that troubles him or 
her deeply.”

ANOTHER SPECIAL area of 
academic interest, of the new 
Princeton dean is women’s 
studies programs. In collabora­ 
tion with others, she is now 
completing a volume for the 
Twentieth Century Fund on the 
subject of "Working Women in 
America in the 1970s” and is 
affiliated with the Advisory 
Committee on the Status and 
Education of Women of the 
Association of American Col­ 
leges. 


At Tufts, Dean Simmons 
taught a seminar on "Women in 
America in the 19th Century!’

What encouraged Dean Sim­ 
mons to tackle the administra­ 
tive duties of a new university 
with very different priorities, 
personality and academic and 
social structure? 
"I was very excited by some

three-year curriculum. 
“ Moreover.” she added, 
“ Princeton is a small universi­ 
ty of very high quality. I don’t

And for 
seholar-professor-administrator 
Dean Simmons, this is the best 
of all possible worlds.

Bierce, early day San Francis­ 
co newspaper columnist who 
gained fame as fhe star col­ 
um nist with young W illiam 
Randolph H earst’s San Francis­ 
co Exam iner and later disap­ 
peared into Mexico. He was 
never heard from again. 
Local connections: B ierce’ 
was a resident of San Rafael 
from 
1908 to 1912 and was 
recalled in an article written 
from the Marin Magazine in 
1969 by William T. Ortman, a 
pioneer Marin County resident. 
Last night College of Marin 
theater patrons were treated to 
some of these facts in “ Bierce 
Takes On The Railroad!,” by 
Philip Bosakowski, a 25-year- 
old Philadelphia playwright. 
The young playwright shows 
much promise. He has done an 
excellent job of taking a true 
incident in Bierce’s life, lacing 
it with the seriousness of the 
day and some humorous char­ 
acterizations. 
Bosakowski’s two-act dram a 
deals with Bierce’s appearance 
in Washington — on H earst’s 
urgent dispatch — to take on 
the Pacific Western Railroad 
and its co-owner Hartford T. 
Kent over payment of a federal 
loan. 
W ith a highly im aginative 
flare, Bosakowski paints Bierce 
as an urbane, literate columnist 
beholden to none but God. 
Appearing as Bierce is Kurt- 
wood Smith, through special 
arrangem ent of Actors’ Equity 
Association. Smith holds center 
stage strongly. His Bierce has 
w it, honesty and a certain 
amount of pomposity.

Ford Asks 
New-Model 
Price Hike 


DETROIT (UPD—Citing the 
cost of government required 
safety and antipollution equip­ 
ment, Ford Motor Co. Thursday 
asked the Federal Price Com­ 
mission for permission to in­ 
crease prices an average of $92 
on its 1973 model cars. 
Sim ilar requests were made 
e a rlie r by G eneral 
M otors 
Corp. and Chrysler Corp. 
Ford said its increase was 
needed to recover costs of safe­ 
ty and emission control equip­ 
ment required for 1973 cars and 
to meet government safety and 
health standards in its plants. 
“ The request includes no 
provision for profit for Ford or 
its 
d e a le rs ,” 
said 
M. 
S. 
McLaugh- lin, vice president in 
charge of sales for Ford. 
C hrysler low ered its price 
hike request earlier this month 
from an average of $180 per car 
to $110 in a move to maintain a 
com petitive pricing com m is­ 
sion. 
Chrysler said it was with­ 
drawing that part of its request 
to the price commission which 
would have covered the in­ 
creased costs of labor and m a­ 
terials—an average of $70. 
Ford’s request did not cover 
m aterial, wages or other eco­ 
nomic costs increases and the 
company indicated it anticipat­ 
ed no price increases for eco­ 
nomic recovery for the rest of 
the year. 
General Motors asked per­ 
mission July 7 to grant an 
average $90 hike~$85 to cover 
the government required equip­ 
m ent and $5 for optional equip­ 
m ent which will become stan­ 
dard. 
GM, which sells more than 
half the cars sold in the United 
States, said it would lorego any 
additional increase to offset 
higher labor and m aterial costs 
until at least the beginning of 
1973. 
American Motors has asked 
for an average $150 hike.

The play is the first of two 
being presented in the college’s 
sum m er season in the Office for 
A dvanced D ram a R esearch 
program with funds from the 
Rockefeller Foundation. It will 
be presented again tonight at 8

SECURITY MEASURE 
The High School 
ID Card Flap

BROCKTON, Mass. — Card 
No. 47623, smiling face on lami- 
nated green, is Rheba Jones — 
one of 5,100 students at Brock­ 
ton High, one of the largest 
high schools on the East Coast. 
Rheba rifles through her 
purse each morning to make 
sure she has the small plastic 
identification card before rush­ 
ing out to catch the bus to 
school. 
Before the day is over, Rheba 
(not her real name) may have 
to show the card as many as 
five or six times: when she gets 
off the bus at school, before she 
eats lunch, before she checks 
out library books, when she’s in 
the hallway, in the girl's room, 
and finally when she gets on the 
school bus again to go home. 
Ever since the new Brockton 
High School opened two years 
ago, the photo IT) card has been 
regular pocketware for stu­ 
dents. It is also being used or 
considered for more and more 
high schools around the country 
— including those in Chicago, 
Los Angeles, and Boston, school 
officials say. 
And it is stirring controversy. 
In large city schools, espe­ 
cially those where tension rides 
high and “ outsiders” are 
charged with fanning the 
flames, the ID card is being 
considered as a security mea­ 
sure. to identify and control 
those who belong in the school 
and those who don’t. 
Chicago schools have used ID 
cards in high schools for a 
number of years as “ good se­ 
curity.” Students must carry 
their IDs at all times in school. 
They must show them in the 
lunchroom, or when they come 
into the school, if they aren’t 
recognized by a teacher, ac­ 
cording to a Chicago school 
official. 
A number of Los Angeles 
schools are also using photo IDs 
to screen outsiders from school 
and from school activities. 
The Boston School Committee 
is also investigating the possi­ 
ble use of IDs. In other cities 
and towns in Massachusetts the 
ID card system now is either 
being used or considered. 
Yet opposition to the card has 
sprung up, at least in Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Many students charge the ID 
is really an attempt to control 
them, to curb student protest 
and activism. They object to 
what they say is an invasion of 
their privacy through “ data col­ 
lection.” Black students espe­ 
cially are vocal in their opposi­

numbered, and put on file.” 
The opposition and perils of 
misusing the ID cards recently 
caused one school system — 
Cambridge, Mass. —to shred 
and throw away its cards.

Now that schools are calm, 
Boston school officials hesitate 
to introduce IDs lest the cards 
spark more protest. 
In Brockton — where the new 
high school is the fanciest build­ 
ing in town — the IDs were

In Brockton some students 
say that they are stopped in the 
hall for no reason. “ If you’re 
walking down the corridor in 
between periods, teachers can 
ask you for your ID and you 
have to show it on the spot.”

unhappy senior. 
“ We’re not even informed who 
can ask for an ID. Some kids 
can get away without IDs if 
they (the teachers) know you, 
but if you’re a discipline prob­ 
lem. or you dress funny, or 
you’re black, they won’t let 
you.” 
Said Dr. Goldman: “ I think 
there is a trend nationally for 
larger high schools (toward ID 
cards). But we were surprised 
when there was an attempt (by 
ID critics) to link us up with a 
national ID system. The stu­ 
dent's number is internal. No 
one but school officials have 
access. 
“ Also, I would say that if a 
student is suspended from 
school for failure to have an II) 
card alone, I would be very 
much opposed to that. I don’t 
know of it's happening, but I 
can t say that it’s never hap­ 
pened.” 
An attorney for the Massa­ 
chusetts Civil Liberties Union, 
John Reinstein. says indiscrimi­ 
nate use of cards could infringe 
student rights of due process 
and freedom of speech and 
assembly. If students are ex­ 
cluded because they don’t carry 
cards, there’s a question of 
their constitutional right to at­ 
tend school in the first place, he 
said. 
“ Would police have access to 
pictures for use as mug shots?” 
lie asked. 
A new organization called 
PANIC (People Against Nation­ 
al Identity Cards) has formed in 
Boston, though small, PANIC 
is investigating not only the use 
of high school IDs around the 
country, but the use of all photo 
ID systems — which, they say, 
are the first step toward the 
establishment of a national II) 
system. Many discount PAN­

Replace Bonds By Subsidy, Study Urges

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
tax-exempt bonds issued by 
state and local governments, a 
major loophole which permits 
millionaires to pay no taxes, 
should bo abolished in favor of 
federal subsidies for such 
bonds. 


That is the conclusion of a 
study just issued by the Joint 
Economic Committee of Con­ 
gress. Chairman William Prox- 
mire, Democratic senator from 
Wisconsin, hailed the study as 
“ exactly what the Treasury has 
wanted before endorsing the 
proposal” and hoped the admin­ 
istration would waste no time 
backing the idea. 


Instead of letting local gov­ 
ernments issue tax-free bonds, 
these governments would isuue 
taxable bonds and the federal 
government would subsidize the 
interest rate sufficiently to 
make the bonds attractive in 
the money markets. Proxmire 
said the study shows the federal 
government would save about 
$700 million a year this way. 
And local governments would 
gain a broader and more stable 
market for their bonds. As it is, 
most of these bonds are sold to 
wealthy individuals or to banks, 
and when money gets tight, the 


banks tend to shift their money 
into commercial loans. 


Actually, support for ending 
tax-exempt bonds has been 
growing in Congress. In the Tax 
Reform Act of 1969 the House 
voted to give localities the op­ 
tion of issuing subsidized taxa­ 
ble bonds, but the Senate killed 
it. l/ocal governments appar­ 
ently feared that this would be 
the camel’s nose under the tent, 
and that sometime in the future 
Congress might reduce the sub­ 
sidy. 


Now, however, the opposition 
from mayors and governors is 
reportedly fading. A group of 
experts, including local repre­ 
sentatives, met at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston a year 
ago and reached a consensus in

favor of a switch. According to 
the authors of the joint commit­ 
tee report, Profs. David J. Ott 
and Attiat F. Ott of Clark Uni­ 
versity, virtually every secre­ 
tary of the treasury for years 
and most public-finance experts 
have favored removing the tax 
exemption. 


When Congress enacts a newr 
tax-reform measure, as it is 
widely believed will happen 
next year no matter who is 
elected president, the exemp­ 
tion for state-local bonds is 
likely to be high on the list of 
reforms. Even though local 
government officials might pre­ 
fer to retain the exemption, 
they will probably have to bow 
to pressure to remove one of 
the biggest escape routes for 
wealthy taxpayers. It is diffi­ 
cult to make a minimum tax 
effective, as any reform panel 
must do. as long as high-brack- 
et taxpayers can purchase tax- 
free municipals. 
Congress has already re­ 
quired localities in recent legis­ 
lation to issue taxable securi­ 
ties instead of tax-exempt 
bonds to get loans for hospital 
construction and for conserva­ 
tion projects under the Farm­ 
ers Home Administration. 
The study points out the ex­ 
tent to which banks pull out of 
the tax-exempt market when 


money gets tight, thus throwing 
a "disproportionate share of the 
impact of monetary policy” on­ 
to state-local governments. In 
1968, when money was easy, 
banks took 70 per cent of the 
tax-exempt bonds put on the 
market; in 1969 when money 
got tight, they took only 17 per 
cent. 
But 
the main argument 
against tax-exempt bonds is eq­ 
uity. About 80 per rent of the 
individuals who purchase such 
bonds have incomes over $50,- 
000, and half have incomes over 


$100,000. Since these people are 
in the 50 to 70 per cent bracket, 
the cost to society for each $1 of 
exemption is 50 to 70 cents. 
“ Taxpayers who do not pur­ 
chase municipal bonds must 
subsidize those who do by mak­ 
ing up for the lost revenue,” the 
study said. 
(Under the proposed system, 
only part of this present subsi­ 
dy would he recovered, since 
the government would be subsi­ 
dizing the additional interest 
cost to states and municipali­ 
ties of new bonds that would 


have lo compete with other 
taxable bonds. The taxes of all 
taxpayers would have to in­ 
crease enough to pay the cost of 
this new subsidy.) 
In addition, the present inter­ 
est exemption creates inequity 
even among high-ineome peo­ 
ple. A family in the 50 per cent 
tax bracket would pay no tax if 
all its income came from mu­ 
nicipal bonds, whereas a family 
with all its income from salary 
would pay the full tax rate.

Cotati 
City Council last night 
backed off from firing City Mgr. Paul W. 
Salfen, but scheduled a closed session for 
7:30 p.m . Monday to discuss his job 
performance. 
Since Salfen is on vacation and was not 
present at the meeting, the council took 
no action on 
an amendment 
to the 
personnel ordinance 
that would have 
given the simple m ajority of the council 
the power to fire him. The amendment 
would have reduced the required vote for 
dism issal from 4-1 to 3-2. 
Mayor Annette Lombardi said Salfen 
would be back to work Monday and that 
the council would review his job status in 
the closed session. “We want to talk to 
him to see how cooperative he’ll be,” she 
said. 
Two other younger m em bers of the 
council —- Stephen Laughlin and Geoffrey 
Dunham — have been outspoken in their 
criticism of Salfen, but Miss Lombardi 
has been less critical, complaining only 
of problems of “comm unication.” Frank 
P. Dolinsek and Herbert Winter, the 
older councilmen, have been supporters 
of Salfen. 
The council, however, took away some 
of the city m anager’s authority. In a 
unanimous vote, the personnel ordinance 


w as amended to read that only the city 
council has the power to appoint or 
remove department heads. Salfen now 
will have only the authority to screen 
applicants and make recommendations 
to the council. 
The authority might first be used in 
appointing 
successor to Police Chief 
Tony Locarini, who submitted his resig­ 
nation under council pressure effective 
Sept. 30. 
Locarini cam e under fire last night 
from Dunham, who was obviously upset 
that neither the chief nor officers have 
attended recent police committee m eet­ 
ings. 
“I was told that the officers were told 
not to attend the m eetings,” Dunham 
said angrily. “If that’s so, I want to know 
w hy.” 
Locarini said he had instructed his men 
not to attend m eetings because they 
involved personnel problems. 
Dunham said he was dissatisfied with 
the answer and that he wanted to discuss 
Locarini’s conduct further at the closed 
session Monday. He said after the m eet­

Industrial 
Park Plan On 
River Denied

SANTA ROSA — The Sonoma County 
Planning Commission yesterday rejected 
plans for an industrial complex on the 
Petalum a River near Black Point. 
The com m ission denied the application 
of Shellmaker Inc. to rezone 112.43 acres 
from unclassified to heavy industrial on 
the river south of Highway 37. The denial 
was made without prejudice, thus permit­ 
ting the dredging firm to reapply when- 
ver it chooses or to appeal the decision to 
the Sonoma County Board of Supervisors. 
Black Point residents strongly opposed 
the rezoning,., saying they wanted no 
heavy development in their area. 
If the rezoning had been approved, the 
firm planned to divide the site by dredg­ 
ing a canal down the center and selling 
off lots on both sides as an industrial 
park. 
The plan also included a concrete pile 
casting yard and a new' wharfage point 
for m aterials being transferred between 
rail, truck and barges for the industries. 
The 
firm 
has requested the North 
Marin County Water District to study the 
area for the costs and methods of supply­ 
ing water to th«* area 
A portion of the land is now’ used as a 
contractor’s storage yard and work area. 
Planning staff members said that some 
of the conditions of the original use 
permit have not been met and that two 
mobile homes have been placed on the 
property without permission.

Under newer law, the com m ission’s 
jurisdiction was extended to the shoreline 
portion of the project. Under an agree­ 
ment recommended by the staff, the 
company will complete the project, ex­ 
tending it over the water more than 
would be allowed under present com m is­ 
sion regulations.

In exchange, the company will not 
build one of its originally authorized 
apartment buildings and will preserve 
the site for public access to the water. 


J. M artin R osse, rep resen tin g the 
Straw berry R ecreation D istric t and 
Straw berry C om m unity C ouncil, cau ­ 
tioned that piers planned in the project 
could interfere with water skiing. The 
staff assured him it would control design 
of the project to assure this will not 
happen. 


The commission also oted opposition to 
pending legislation (SB 742) 
by Sen. 
George N. Zenovich, D-Fresno, that the 
com m ission’s staff said would revoke 
public access rights to the bay. 


The staff reported that a BCI)C-spon- 
sored bill, SB 34 by Sen.

Mays' Appearance 
At Candlestick

If Willie Mays decides to hang up that No. 24 
baseball shirt at the end of the season, this 
weekend would be his last confrontation with his 
ex-Giant teammates. 
San Francisco will be involved in a three- 
game series with the New York Mets, tonight’s 
game followed by daylight contests Saturday and 
Sunday. It will be the last meeting of 1972 between 
the Giants and Mets. 
The question being tossed around today is just 
how much will Mays play in these three games. If 
it were not for all the injuries and ailments 
hobbling the Mets, he would probably only play 
Sunday when lefty Ron Bryant is scheduled to 
pitch. But now Mets manager Yogi Berra might 
be forced to use him more than he would like. 
The return of Mays to Candlestick will be a 
boost to the sagging attendance. There has been a 
lot of leg space lately at Candlestick, even though 
the team is playing exciting baseball. Giant 
promotions director John Taddeucci estimates the 
three-game series will attract 75,000. Say Hey! 
BARRY MAC KAY OF ROSS is doing a lot of 
running around trying to put all ends together in 
the Redwood Bank Invitational Open Tennis Tour­ 
nament scheduled Sept. 25 through Oct. 1. The San 
Rafael-based Redwood Bank’s tournament, run by 
MacKay, has a $50,000 pot. The tourney, assured 
of getting the 32 players (Rod Laver, Ken Rose- 
wall, etc.) in Lamar Hunt’s World Championship 
of Tennis group, is in direct conflict with the 
$53,000 Pacific Coast International, sponsored by 
the Northern California Tennis Association, at 
courts to be constructed at Golden Gate Fields 
race track.

But Peter F. Herb, executive director of the 
Northern California Tennis Association, said this 
morning any further discussions of the conflict are 
between four groups, and not the NCTA. 
“ Any discussions now will have to be between 
Golden Gate Fields and MacKay or between the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association (governing 
body of the NCTA) and the WCT. We are definitely 
sanctioning the Pacific Coast International.”

FISH AND GAME 


Hunting License 
Qualifying Time 


By AL GIDOINGS 


With the early deer season opening Aug. 5, 
persons wishing to apply for their first California 
license have only a short time to qualify under the 
state’s hunter safety training law. 
Hunter safety training is now required for all 
first-time buyers of hunting licenses, regardless of 
age. After completing the training course, the 
applicant receives a certificate of competence, 
which he must present when applying to buy a 
license. 
— 
Anyone applying for a hunt­ 
ing license must provide either: 
proof that he had held a Califor­ 
nia license for a previous year, 
or a hunter safety certificate of 
competence. 


TH E D EPA RTM EN T of Fish 
and Game this week announced 
the appointment of Charles 
Monroe to the newly created 
position of Hunter Safety Train­ 
ing Coordinator for the 14 cen­ 
tral coast region counties. 
Monroe, a captain in the de­ 
partment's 330-man force of 
wardens, will I k * responsible for 
supervising the selection and 
training of the more than 500 
hunter safety training instruc­ 
tors in the central coast area 
and 
for insuring that the 
courses they teach meet the 
requirements of the depart­ 
ment. 


UND ER CALIFORNIA law, 
all persons who have not pre­ 
viously held hunting licenses 
must complete a course in safe 
hunting practices before they 
can obtain a hunting license. 
Principles of conservation and 
the need for sportsmanship also 
are emphasized by the instruc­ 
tors. 
Last year, 56,357 persons 
completed the DFG-supervised 
hunter safety courses. Since the 
program was begun in 1955, 
578,083 people have been gradu­ 
ated from these classes, and 
the incidence of hunting acci­ 
dents has fallen from 3.1 per 
10,0(K) license buyers in 1955 to 
0.93 per 10,000 licenses last 
year. 
Capt. Monroe’s office will be 
in the DFG's Region Three 
headquarters at the State Vet­ 
erans Facility at Yountville in 
Napa County. He has been in 
the department’s warden’s 
branch for eight years and 
served one year in the wildlife 
management branch before be­ 
coming a warden.

“ I wish it was still that way,” 
said Sam wistfully. “ I tried if 
earlier this year hut it didn’t 
work. Now, my shoulder is so 
fouled up the doctor says the 
only way I can save my career 
is to rest the shoulder for as 
long as I can.” 
How long is that? 
“ 1 don’t know,” Sam replied, 
“ but 1 sure as hell hope to pitch 
after the All-Star break. The 
shoulder doesn’t hurt at all 
right now and if they let me I'd 
run out there, hut the doctor is 


the boss and he simply won’t let 
me pitch.” 


SETBACKS 


Some ballplayers take physi­ 
cal setbacks in stride, but not 
McDowell, That’s because he’s 
from the “ old warhorse” school 
of baseball that says you play 
no matter what. 


“ Heck, I ’ve played in pain 
before.” said Sam. “ But this 
time I guess it’s different. 
That’s what they tell me, any­ 
way.”

There 
were times the shoulder hurt 
and other times when it felt all 
right. I figured it was just a 
case of working things out.

and waiting. I just hope it won't 
be t(K> much longer.

all happy not playing. It’s not 
my style.”

For this "eason you 
should follow prices closely if a 
stock is approaching its limit 
level. 
The third price restriction, 
the stop order, is placed in the 
case of a sale below the market 
price and on a buy above the 
market. On the buy side, the 
stop either protects a profit or 
limits the loss on a short sale. A 
stop order to sell below the 
market is used to restrict losses 
or pmtect gains on long hold­ 
ings. 
The danger here is that once 
the specified price is reached, 
stop orders become market or­ 
ders, and if there are others 
ahead of yours they are execut­ 
ed in sequence, which often 
result in a transaction several 
points lower than anticipated.
